doc is preparing to celebrate his tenth 
anniversary in this country. 


Known only in certain sections of 


the country these famous high-bred 
docs are making a strong bid for 
popularity among lovers of good dog- 
flesh. 


Recently the second annual special- 


ty show of the German Shepherd Bog 
dob of America, held at Madison 
Square Garden, brought out 110, en- 
trants, representing the cream of the 
breed in America. 


Its lineage kept intact for hundreds 


of years in the Old World, the German 
Shepherd is not a new breed, as many 
in this country suppose, but an ex- 
tremely old one. Europe's great war 
has done a great deal to illustrate the 
wonderful work of the German Shep- 
herd because of the remarkable ad- 
ranee made in Red Cross work, the 
dog playing a leading part in search- 
ing for wounded on the deserted fields 
of battle. 


Comparatively few people have any 


real knowledge of the dog's character- 
istics as a breed, its disposition or es- 
sential points. A few months ago a 


farmer living a few miles from De- 
troit shot and killed a prized German 
Shepherd, thinking it was a wolf. 


The great majority know its appear- 


ance in a general way and hare a 
hazy idea that it is called a nolle* dog, 
but just what a German Shepherd 
really is, or what its work consists 
of, few people have any real knowl- 
edge.

of strain and fixity of type.

They devote fime, money 
and effort to provide every possible 
supplementary means for promoting 
the convenience, the comfort, 
the 


health, contentment and happiness of 
their workers and of the families of 
employees. 
Very few manufacturers 


consider such work or expenditure to 
be philanthropy, but, rather, a neces- 
sary feature of their business. While 
their motives may be as altruistic as 
those of the average of mankind, they 
find that it Is good, from the business 
point of ylew, to promote as Car as 
possible the welfare of their employees. 
Industrial betterment pays. 


Industrial betterment means an at- 


tempt to provide the best kind of work- 
Ing and, living conditions, and it Im- 
plies the co-operative responsibility of 
the wage earner and the employer in 
bringing those conditions about and in 
improving them from time to time. It 
is not a dole to be handed to the wage 
earner, but is a token of that spirit of 
mutuality which, under right condi- 
tions, should permeate industry. 


A thorough description of industrial 


betterment activities in the United 
States would require more space than 
is contained in the most voluminous 
encyclopaedias to be found in the li- 
braries. 
ludeed, volumes might be 


written about the welfare work of a 
single corporation alone — the National 
Cash Register Company, for instance. 
or the International Harvester Com- 
pany. the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion. Cheney Brothers, the Curtis Pub- 
lishing Company, the Bethlehem Steel 
Companj-. the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, the Eastman Ko- 
dak Company, any one of the leading 
railroad companies, the principal banks, 
Wanamaker's, or any of a host of other 
concerns which has developed activities 
of the sort. Tbere is hardly a concern 
in the country doing business on a fair- 
ly extensive scale that has not initiated 
some form of industrial betterment for 
its employees. The honors do not go to 
the larger companies exclusively either, 
for many of the smaller business units 
have developed this side of their ac- 
tivities to a remarkable extent. Natu- 
rally it is easier for the larger corpora- 
tions to pur highly trained specialists 
in charge of the various branches of 
industrial betterment work. 


The fundamentals of industrial bet- 


terment aie observed in furnishing 
pleasant snuitary. safe working condi- 
tions. Educational and entertainment 
features, facilities for study and recre- 
ation. speuai opportunities for the ex- 
ercise of thrift and provisions tending 
to remove the dread of and to mitigate 
the snffcrinps occasioned by sickness. 
disability or invalidity are matter^ 
.vhich uesr i°o-c:ve attention.

All are more or less acquainted with 


the details. We will concede that there 
were some glaring abuses, but the pub- 
lic when it came to apply a remedy ig- 
nored tbe fact that these were peculiar 
to comparatively few institutions and 
instead of tackling tbe trouble where 
it lay furiously assailed everything 
classifiable as business—tbe trust mag- 
nate, the independent 
manufacturer 


ready and anxious to obey tbe law, the 
small retailer, a law abiding and use- 
ful citizen—tbe innocent and the guilty 
suffering alike. Seemingly tbe law was 
invoked not to regulate, but to perse- 
cute. 


There could b» but one result. Bast- 


ness was demoralized, and the whete 
country has felt the evil effects. New 
tbe public It beginning to realise its- 
error and in a rather grudging way to 
making some concessions. 


Business is being permitted to- speak 


for itself, and a movement bas been in- 
stituted by tbe leading business men 
of the country under the title of the 
National Industrial Conservation Move- 
ment for the purpose of repairing the 
damage that bas been done.

DI1BD FRUIT-, VEGETABLES 


BY A NEW PROCESS PROVES A 


COMING INDUSTRY.

Drying vegetables and fruits is one 


of the coming industries. It is go- 
ing to prevent the great waste now 
existing on every farm and truck 
patch. It is going to be a new source 
of income to the farm and 
fruit 


grower. Adaros county people should 
be deeply interested in this new in- 
dustry American inventors have de- 
veloped. 


The process for drying vegetables 


in this country is the work of Dald- 
ron Williams, "Woodford Brooks and 
Dr. F. G. Wicchmann. Mr. Williams 
tells the story of the work of him- 
self and his associates. 


"I never realized how little was 


known about the art of drying until 
my attention was attracted to it as a 
Seld of commercial effort," he said. 
"I turned to my fellow alumni at 
-Columbia and hunted high and low 
in the technical libraries, but when 
it came to practical details none of 
these sources of information was of 
material aid. 


"The 
German patents disclosed 


some things, but half of any process 
patent is the secret of application, 
and the German drying experts were 
not taking the public into their con- 
idence. Finally we decided to make 
our own experiments, and something 
like two years ago we hit upon the 
working principles of our method. 


"Our patents have not yet issued, 


although they have been allowed, 
and therefore I do not feel warranted 
in going into particulars. 
Broadly, 


kowever, the process consists in util- 
izing air currents at relatively low 
temperature, which serve to draw 
-out and carry off the moisture in 
the cut up vegetables while leaving 
them unimpaired in flavor and nutri- 
tive value. Please observe that the 
vegetables are raw and not parboil- 
ed or in any way cooked at the time 
they are subjected to the moisture 
extracting process. 


"We are able to control the volume 


•f air currents and their tempera- 
ture to a nicety. The time required 
to dry the products depends essenti- 
ally upon the fruits and vegetables 
dealt with. The period of treatment 
ranges between two hours and some- 
thing short of five hours. This can 
-be appreciated if one will stop to 
think how the watery content of va- 
rious vegetables differs. 


"For 
instance, fresh beets contain 


t~ per cent, of water, cabbages 91.5 
per cent., onions 87.9 per cent., pota- 
toes 78 per cent., and tomatoes as 
«uch as 94.3 per cent. 
The larger 


-the volume of water the longer the 
drying operation must be maintained 
in order to reduce the moisture con- 
sent to the desired minimum. 
By 


our system we keep the percentage 
of moisture well inside of 12 per cent. 
This prevents the development of the 
microorganisms that promote fer- 
mentation and therefore the chemi- 
cal actions are checked or avoided 
which would start deterioration and 
possibly lead to decay. 


"Before our plants were working 


for the market at Middle River, Cal., 
Bound Brook, N. J., and Webster, N. 
Y., it occurred to me that it might 
-'fee well to visit Germany for the pur- 
pose of seeing how our products 
compared with those turned out by 
the factories of the fatherland. 
I 


went fortified with letters of intro- 
duction to the foremost of those es- 
tablishments, and logically I chose 


* to make my first call upon the man- 


aging director of the most noted of 
the vegetable drying companies. 


"He received me in a very hand- 


somely appointed office, bearing all 
the hallmarks of commercial success, 
and courteously asked me to explain 
the object of my visit. I did this 
briefly. At once the Herr Direktor 
waved his sincere regret that I 
should have come so far to lay be- 
fore him anything that pertained to 
the art of drying. "I could have sav- 
ed you the trip, Mr. Williams, be- 
cause we know all there is to know 
about drying and improvement is 
•uite impossible," he said. 


"Naturally I was not disposed to 
linger, neither was I inclined to dis- 
play my samples, but the alert Herr 
Direktor had seen that I had some, 
and more out of politeness than any- 
thing else expressed a desire to see 
them. It was plain that he was at 
once interested, and before long he 
•ad six or seven of his technical as- 
sociates summoned to the office, and 
they too were impressed. 


"The 
Herr 
Direktor 
dismissed 


them, and when the room was clear- 
ed, turned to tne eagerly and s 
'Mr. Williams name ;«-ocr price.

cuttomed to eating green vegettblei 
fresh from the garden realized in 
what poor condition are many of the 
vegetables sold to the city buyer. 
Some varieties, as green peat, are so 
delicate in flavor that even a few 
hours removal from the vines brings 
about a change. Indeed, the market 
gardner has been obliged to develop 
the keeping qualities of vegetables 
and fruits at the expense of flavor. 
If lightly packed and transported 
only a short*, distance the deteriora- 
tion in most' vegetables is not no- 
ticeable, but if closely packed for 
any length of time changes due to 
the action of cnzyms or ferments 
normally present in the living tis- 
sue takes place, with a consequent 
loss of flavor.' 


"Further, the same report calls at- 


tention to a very common spectacle 
in and about our markets: "The 
huckster in his off hours may often 
be seen trimming off the wilted out- 
side leaves of celery, cabbage and let- 
tuce, and giving a fresh surface to 
the stem, and sometimes rinsing or 
sprinkling the lettuce with water 
not infrequently far from clean. The 
beets which are left over, after los- 
ing little by little their tops, are sold 
by measure to whoever will buy.' 


''The Department of Agriculture is 


the authority for the statement that 
not less than 50 per cent, of the fruits 
and vegetables grown in the United 
States never reach the consumer. Of 
course, a very large part of this wast- 
age is in the form of fruit, but from 
the standpoint of the conservation 
of foodstuffs it seems almost crimi- 
nal when one considers the enor- 
mous quantities of vegetables which 
are yearly either ploughed into the 
ground or thrown away or destroy- 
ed because the price does not war- 
rant the farmer in shipping them to 
the market. 


"Why shouldn't these products be 


so conserved that they would keep 
indefinitely and be welcome upon 
any table? It is possible by our dry- 
ing process to preserve these fruits 
and vegetables in forms that are 
bound to be a boon to the housewife 
and a comfort to the family purse. 
Our dried products, for instance, can 
fc>e sold at a lower price than the 
normal retail market price for green 
stuffs, and we should only find fresh 
vegetables 
formidable 
competitors 


when there is an overabundance. 
But then, however, would be the 
time when we could buy and dry 
most economically, and by thus con- 
serving the surplus it would be pos- 
sible to maintain a general balance 
in the foodstuff market. 


"The Government experts declare 


that of the potatoes in domestic use 
something like 25 per cent, of their 
weight is ^wasted in paring, and that 
there is a further loss of 15 per cent, 
owing to deterioration and sprout- 
ing in storage. I know as a fact that 
quite to per cent* of our potatoes are 
wasted on the farm in the form of 
what is known as culls—potatoes in- 
jured in digging or those that do not 
quite come up to the market stand- 
ards. 


"With plants suitably located, a 


very large share of these culls could 
be dried and made into potato flour, 
which is good for bread, soups, pan- 
cakes and a filling in certain tev- 
ticles, &c. Mechanical 
parers do 


their work with a wastage well in- 
side the 5 per cent. 


"There is another direction in 


which a very material saving might 
be effected by utilizing our process. 
I have in mind windfalls in apples, 
oranges, grapefruit, lemons, &c. The 
market usually insists upon hand 
picked fruit and for that reason 
windfalls cannot pass inspection, and 
the loss in this form is said to 
amount to more than 50 per cent, of 
the total crops. 
"We can take these fruits and dry 


them so that they will be useful in 
many ways. 
Our powdered 
dry 


orange is as fragrant as the fresh 
fruit and quite as full flavored. So, 
too, are some of our other fruit 
flours or salts. We have sweet po- 
tato flour, pumpkin flour, &c., and 
our pulverized dried beets and spin- 
ach are admirably suited for the col- 
oring of icings, cakes, &c., where 
other dyes are prohibited by the pure 
food laws. 


A pound of our dried, mixed vege- 


tables prepared especially for soups 
•will make enough to serve sixty or 
more adults. A barrel of the same 
vegetables, weighing 100 pounds, will 
furnish soup enough to feed nearly 
7.000 persons. 
The raw vegetables 


before drying would fill at least 
thirty barrels and weigh probably 
more than 1,500 pounds. 


"We are shipping these 
goods 


abroad at the present time. Indeed, 
in some of the places the men other- 
wise would not be able to have fresh 
vegetables. Any one with half an 
eye to economy will appreciate what 
this saving in weight and bulk means. 
Transportation charges are accord- 
ingly lower. For military expedi- 
tions and naval operations covering 
protracted periods nothing could be 
better or more satisfying to the 
Tien.

Better Understanding and More Prac- 
tical 
Application 
of Get-Together 


Spirit In Industry— Must Eliminate 
Trouble- Breeders and Agitators. 


A better public understanding and 


appreciation of the needs and problems 
of our American industries is conceded 
on every side to be one of the impor- 
tant national requirements for the de- 
velopment of our future industrial 
prosperity. 
Few people seem to un- 


derstand that the majority of our busi- 
ness men are fair minded, reasonable 
beings, legitimately engaged in the de- 
velopment of our economic resources. 


In the opinion of our business lead- 


ers this misunderstanding leads the 
public, through the legislators, Into 
thoughtless and unnecessary acts of 
reprisal against all branches of Indus- 
try, which are often inimical to the 
best Interests of their own community. 
To cure this lamentable condition it Is 
first essential that a closer degree of 
co-operative action for the common 
good be established between em- 
ployees and employers. The first step 
in this direction is to eliminate the 
selfish, destructive agitator. This hap. 
py event would greatly facilitate a 
general get together spirit among em- 
ployers and workers. 


The Work That Man Do. 


The nation is confronted with more 


work than ever before— ships to build, 
factories to enlarge, railways to com- 
plete, new foreign business to be at- 
tracted and help to be extended to the 
unfortunates on the other side. There 
are about 30.000.000 men at work;if they 
work ten hours a day that Is 300,000,- 
000 hours a day or 96,600,000,000 hours 
a year. If they work eight hours it Is 
74,880,000,000. or a difference of 18,- 
720,000.000 hours a year. At eight 
hours a day this means that about 
7,400,000 more men must be employed 
to do the work that could be done by 
the 30,000,000. and where are they to 
come from? 


During the past year there has been 


a unified and standardized banking cur- 
rency system tried and not found 
wanting. But there are yet other steps 
to be taken before the ideal of eco- 
nomic unit is worked oat. 


There are 662,000 stockholders of 


railroads in the United States. A large 
proportion of them depend on the earn- 
ings of the carriers for a meager In* 
come. Many of these stockholders 
hare less than $1,000 a year income, 
and they are unable to earn more, be- 
ing elderly persons or women. Thou- 
sands of them are former employees of 
the railroads who depend upon their 
stock dividends to pay their rent and 
their grocery bills. 


Labor and Capital Are Partner*. 


The manufactured output of the 


United States amounts to $28,000,000,- 
000 in value per annum. This is three 
times the amount of the yearly output 
of the ranches, farms, orchards and 
gardens: it is a dozen times the output 
of the mines: it Is larger than the com- 
bined . manufactures of any two for- 
eign nations. Labor received, as its 
share of the fruits of industry, wages 
amounting almost to seven billion dol- 
lars in the single year of 1914. Does 
not this prove thst the interests of 
employees are joint xvith those who 
employ them and that a real partner- 
ship exists? 


Today there are over 100.000.000 peo- 


ple in the land -svho must be fed, 
clothed, sheltered, kept Trnrui and 
nianv of whom travel for health, pleas- 
ure and business. The rr.ilvray systems 
are in manr places overtaxed in doinsr 
this vrork.

sases are pending. In the 30 counties 
organized there are 5/92 possible pen- 
sioners — widows or the wives of the 
insane who are making a brave strug- 
gle to provide a borne to rear their 
children under a parental roof. 


These figure* have just been com- 


piled tinder the direction of Miss 
Heler. Glenn, state supervisor of, the 
Mothers' Assistance Fund, at Har- 
risbtjrg. and summarize briefly the 
accd of an ample appropriation to 
carry on the work which has been 
conducted by groups of worrfen in 30 
counties where after personal sacri- 
fice th^y have- attained success in the 
race of many obstacles.

There Is no likelihood, however, that 


Denmark will ever attempt to exercise | 
her right of redemption, because 60,- 
000 florins, the original amount of the 
dowry, plus compound interest for 448 
years, would amount to perhaps £1,- 
000,000,000,000, and that Is a bit more 
than the islands are worth.
